, Axig, 4. — The continued 


damp and cloudy weather of tho past 
week, which has been general throughout 
the Northwest, has given rise to tho wild- 
est reports concerning tho amount of! 
damage done, lieports from tho most re- 
liable sources, however, reported to tho 
Chamber of Commerce hero arc that up 
to tho present time the damage actually 
done amounts to the serious discolor- 
ing ot the barley crop, which had prom- 
ised so well in quality and yield, and 
to a large amount of uncut grain being 
more or less badly laid. 
Tho winter 


wheat crop is beyond risks from weather 
except m the most northerly sections, in- 
cluding Michigan, whero they aro yet in 
the midst of harvest. 
Apart from the 


weather contingencies yet to bo mot by 
spring wheat, there has recently been an 
increase in local complaints o£ an un- 
healthy appearance from itist and other 
causes. 
While these reports aro not 


widespread or definite enough to appear 
very serious, they are sufficient to detract 
somewhat from the promising outlook 
generally admitted a few weeks ago,

was arrested on tho charge oE murdering 
his wife, tho second night fitter they were 
marnod last Juno, lias boon held for trial 
after examination which

month. He claimed that his wife got out 
of bed •without his knowledge, and went 
into the woods about u hundred yards 
distant, and shot horsolf. But aho was 
found lying straight upon her back, with 
her arms lying across her breast, and four 
bullet holes m her body.

WRECKED TRAIN. 


Tho venerable Kev. Alfred Bruusou, D. 


D., died at Prairie du Chien, on Wednes- 
day, at tho ago of 8D, In some respects, 
he was one of tho most remarkable men 
iu the Wost. Ho was born in Connecti- 
cut in 1703, aud settled iu Prairie du 
Chion in 183G, whore his familv has since 
resided. 
Ho was tho first Methodist 


minister who ever stepped foot on tho 
soil north ot tho Wisconsin river. When 
he camo West ho fnund it impossible to 
rent a house in which to live, aud he or- 
dered ouo trained, iu Motulvillo, Penn- 
sylvania, whoro ho had beon living, and 
putting the framed material iu sort of a 
flat boat, with two families bosido his 
own, he started for Prairie du Chion. 
The boat was towed by diil'cront steam- 
ers until he reached his destination, hav- 
ing traveled by water 1,950 miles. Ho 
began preaching several years before ho 
camo to Wisconsin, and continued iu 
that work for nearly sixty years. He 
was a member of the Territorial Legis- 
lature in 18iO, and filled several political 
offices since that time.

The fanners along this portion 


of the highway have, with ono accord, 
turned the road into a common " slop 
jar," into which they throw overything 
that is not fit to be scon. 
In one place 


is a Jargo brush heap, upon which the 
trimmings of the trees in the door-yard 
are annually thrown, and become an ob- 
ject of fright to many 
a, horse tiiat 


passes by starlight. 
A little further on 


is the log-yard of a farmer. 
The road- 


side is appropriated as a place when; 
the necessary rails are split from year 
to year. 
In this brush the turkeys 


build a nest, and behind tho logs a lit- 
ter of pigs lirst sees the light of day. 
.Born upon tho highway, Miesc animals 
hold all the claims of "their birthright. 
The next farmer lias his barn " on the 
road," and with the tumble-down piles 
uf old lumber, interspersed with broken 
harrows and cultivators which surround 
it, the passer by must either shut his 
eyes, and nose too, or 1)0 a witness to a 
thriftless, and even a disgusting scene. 
Not far up tho road things arc even 
worse, for, instead, of the; barn, 
tho 


house is on tho public highway, and the 
carriage track is daily' sprinkled with 
the chips that liy from the slow and 
melancholy chopper in his boundless 
roadside wood-yard. 


The farmers along the well-kept road- 


way have no better farms than their 
slip-shod neighbors on the other side of 
the village; they, perhaps, do not make 
any more money. 
But there are some 


things in which they are vastly supe- 
rior. 
They live on a higher plane, nnd 


therefore a comparison is dill'.cnlt to 
make, and not at all necessary. 
Tho 


well-kept road gets all 
the pleasure 


driving; no one thinks of going into the 
unkempt district except on business. 
'The tidy road is a double and mutual 
comfort to those who desire to take a 
pleasure drive and to the farmers who 
dwell along tho high\va\-. 
Nothing en- I 


livens the common life of the farmer | 
and his family like the sight of frequent ' 
vehicles upon the highway. 


The difference in the cost of keeping 


tho two extremes of co'.intry road is in 
favor of the one that is neat and pleas- 
ing to the eye. 
There is an increase of 


hay and a, great saving of labor in 
weed-ki'.ling. 
The roadside that is left j 


to itself is not mowed, and yields only ; 
weeds. 
The value of the farms, though ! 


the same at tho outset, are widely ilif- , 
ferent now. 
Though the fertility of the I 


acres may not 
be far from the same, j 


the well-kept land is alwavs salable at I 
a good price, while the .shiftless farmer 
must seek a buyer for his land. 


The rows of maple and elm trees that 


were planted along thegood road fifteen 
years ago cost but a trill o at thu time, 
but are now so valuable that to cut them 
down would be counted a sin. They 
pay a good profit in-'the shade and beau- 
ty which they afford, while at. the same 
time thu work of wood-making is going 
on.—2<'arm and Garden. 


Slow But Sure. 


The saying that farming is a slow 


business may as well be accepted, in 
comparison with the stock-watering pos- 
sibilities of the cities, and that it is sure 
is •undoubtedly true, when contrasted 
with the successful ventures of specula- 
tion or the investments in commerce or 
manufactures. 
"We are repeatedly told 


that it is the destiny of at least nineteen 
in every twenty iu mercantile life to fail 
at least once. 
However, it is believed 


in many cases to bo withal a sweet and 
profitable destiny. 
There are few ab- 


solute failures among farmers; not that 
••crop failures" are unknown, for they 
.seem to occur almost annually, and are 
naturally expected, and survived with 
wonderful ease. 
Thousands of farmers 


can liguro out an absolute loss in the 
busim-ss, and at best can make two per 
cent, interest the maximum of profit, yet, 
the fact remains that they occupy com- 
fnrlable houses, entertain friends, drive 
a span tu town, raise and educate chil- 
dren, anil increase gradually their taxa- 
ble realty. 
Not that every man who 


lives by the plow can accomplish all 
this. 
Not every boy that learns a trade 


becomes a master mechanic, 
owns his 


own house or amasses a little compe- 
tency.

living from the land of tin; IG'.OUOjHiD ,,r 
Workers in the United Stales, a large 
proportion on their own aril's, is it. n-a-

By the sweat of his brow the 


farmer does make his bread.

bile, the winds wither, Ihe snnseoivhcs, 
Mic waters drown, the ir.sects devour, 
ami mildews mysteriously blight.

sii\ver scatters the seed, not knowing 
whether he will gather twenty or a hun- 
dred fold; he fertilizes, and secures the 
larger crop from some unmannred sur- 
face; he expects leanness, and gets a fat 
yield; ho feels sure of a large reward, 
and roaps-failnre. 
Yet in the average 


he garners a fair return, and finds f u l - 
filled, the' promise that seed-time and ! 
harvest shall not fail.

finds his business the .surest of all the 
occupations of earth.—Ar.

To (he Editor. 


Having just returned from a trip to 


Dakota, I thought a few descriptive ob- 
servations on things there might prove iu- 
toresting to some of. your readers, partic- 
ularly as a great many former residents 
of this county are now residents of the 
Territory, and others aro contemplating 
a location there. 


Tho ride from here is a pleasant one, 


but need not be dwolt upon. 
About 


twenty-five miles from 
tho Minnesota 


State line, we came to tho Dakota hills, 
wh'.ch extend east and west 25 miles and 
north aud south 101) miles. 
Going up 


tho hills in a train on an up-gra<?e for 14 
miles, is agreeable on account of the nov-

cry and judging oC the country. 
Tno 


sight is a pretty ono, and oven the most 
prosaic, cannot refrain from entertaining 
at least a momantary 
atlmiration 
for 


nature's beauties as seen on tho route. 
After leaving tha hills, the famous'James 
river valley is reached, while for an inter- 
minable distance a magnificent prairie 
stretches out to view. 
The country is 


dotted with farm houses, which look like- 
pleasant and inviting oases in a great de- 
sert, here and there showing signs of 
cultivation iu fine fields of wheat. 
The 


richnos]of the soil would be inconceivable 
to one accustomed to the laud at home, 
which naturally fertile, is inferior to this' 
new El Dorado of farmers, and besides 
displays the impoverishment of years O£ 
tillage. 


Tlie town of Aberdeen, a booming 


plaoo is good evidence of the fact, that 
other than mining camps may develop 
with nineteenth century rapidity. Aber- 
deen a year ago, boasted of but two or 
three houses, while it is to-day a place 
of 
considerable 
pretensions, 
and 


this phenomenal growth la due solely to 
surrounding agricultural interests. The 
laud office is now in course of erection 
and will be a largo and fine building. 
There aro a hundred interesting points 
which I might mention in connection 
with Aberdeen, but as former corres- 
pondents have doubtless touched upon 
thnso subject I will not recapitulate them. 
Every man out there is a realestate owner, 
and is happy in the conviction that his 
farm is better than any other. Aberdneu 
is the principal town of Brown County, 
and after leaving it .going in a south- 
erly direction, we reach Ashton another 
flourishing place. About this vicinity 
are a number of people who at one time 
owned citizenship with us. Mr. Fred 
Childs, formerly of Emerald Grove is 
proud in the possession of a section and 
a half with good crops and a mile farther, 
are the Spear brothers, boys of Emerald 
Grove who are equally proud of their ex- 
sivo farms situated on both sides of tho 
James river. Their crops are good and 
their laud being so near a station, great- 
ly increases its value. 
Going 20 miles 


into the center of Spink County, we find 
the farm of Mr- Walter Lawrence form- 
erly of La Prairie.

Frank Humphrey who is happy in tho 
possession of a largo farmland is thor- 
oughly contented with his surroundings. 


Mr. A. Lawrence and the Buck broth- 


ers have extensive farms and good crops. 


Tho crop of all small grain is splendid 


and of. tho finest quality and presents a 
beautiful sight, as it is ready for tho rea- 
per. 


Ono is astonished to meet the actual 


number ol! settlers fi'om Bock Co., and a 
more social aud congenial people can no 
where be found. They are mostly young 
people, and live happier in their unpre- 
tentious homes than many iu palatial resi- 
dences, surrounded with all that heart 
can desire and wealth afford. 


Ten miles from Aberdeen a colony of 


15 young ladies from Minneapolis are lo- 
cated on farms who will remain G mouths 
prove up their claims, get a deed, and 
will beiu possession of 100 acres of land 
that will readily well for Rut) to 1500 dol- 
lars. 


Tho land survey can not koo.p up with 


the emigration and many aro squatting 
on tho government land waiting Cor 
tho laud to como into market. 


Tho emigration to Dakota in wonderful

The summer has boon diy, compare, 


tively little rain having fallen. The nights 
are cool aud tho atmosphere invigorating 
and bracing. 


Leaving Milbank and going by stage -15 


miles wo find the Sioux Indians located 
along Yellow Bank Creek, They arc 
quiet arid farm enough to make their liv- 


ing. 
The government furnishes them 


with ox teams and farm implements and 
offers them every inducement to their 
civilization, by building churches and 
giving them other refining advantages. 
I was quite impressed with those original 
owners ot this nch vustnoHS, who shorn 
of the terror given them iu yellow back 
literature, are here calm, peaceful tillers 
ot the soil, aud worshippers at tho same 
shrine as their conquerors and dospoilers. 


j They have an educated Indian preacher, 


and are fnrnishod with an organ which a 
member ot tho tribe plays during service ( 
which is always conducted in an exem- 
plary manner. Tho climate hero is salu- 
brious, and everybody has good health. 
From present appearances tbiu groat 
farm ot the world presents littlo induce- 
ment to doctors, but physicians of anoth- 
er class are noedeil. The number of towns 
which are springing up demand addition- 
al teachers to physic tlio minds of the 
young. Mr, J. M. Humphrey who ac- 
companied :nc on my tup invested, like 
myself in somo land. On our return wo 
wcro very forcibly impressed with tho 
enterprise and liveliness ot Minneapolis, 
which is a veritable Chicago iu miniature. 
But I am afraid I havo trespassed already 
too much ou your spaco, and will close.
